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1. claims; 1-5, 10 

A composition comprising a dispersion of a metal base (MeOH 
or other or mixture), a surfactant and an organic medium 
containing less than 2 wt% of water, wherein the metal base 
1s present at greater than 51 wt% solids content (if MeOH) 
and greater than 15 wt% solids content (if other metal base) 
(claims 1-5). 

A grease composition comprising the same plus carboxylic 
acid (claim 10). 



2. claims: 6-9 

A process for preparing a grease comprising (1) mixing a 
metal base, a surfactant and an organic medium containing 
less than 2 wt% of water, (2) grinding the slurry, (3) 
optionally heating (40-190°C) and (4) optionally reacting 
the dispersion of steps (2)-(3) with a carboxylic acid. 



3- claims: 11-15 

A fuel composition comprising (a) a dispersion comprising a 
surfactant other than fatty acid, a metal base with a solids 
content greater than 35 wt% and an organic medium containing 
less than 2 wt% water, and (b) a fuel. 
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
